Construction of the proposed 
Flint Hills Discovery Center, on 
the intersection of 3rd and Pierre 
streets, will allow the city of Man- 
hattan to receive the Sales Tax 
and Revenue Bond from the State 
of Kansas to help with the overall 
construction of the downtown re- 
development project. 

Lauren Palmer, assistant city 
manager, said the city commis- 
sion is planning to vote on the 
formal adoption of the master 
plan for the project on May 5th. 
She also said assuming the plan 
is approved, construction on the 
discovery center will be at least a 
year out. 

The STAR Bond that the city 
stands to receive is a tax break 
from the state where 5.3% of the 
sales tax generated in the city of 
Manhattan that would normally 
go to the state will help pay for 
the redevelopment to promote 



tourism in the State of Kansas. 
A good example of STAR Bonds 
at work is the Kansas Speedway 
near Kansas City, Kan., said May- 
or Mark Hatesohl. 

Hatesohl said the city com- 
mission will be holding a work 
session on April 28 to prepare for 
the voting date and receive infor- 
mation about the progress of the 
redevelopment. 

"We need the Discovery Cen- 
ter in order to finish the south- 
end redevelopment," Hatesohl 
said. "The state wants a discov- 
ery center and is willing to help 
pay for it; there are no other proj- 
ects that the state is willing to pay 
for." 

Hatesohl said the center 
would include exhibits on the 
Kansas prairie, the Flint Hills, bi- 
son and Native Americans of the 
area. Along with the discovery 
center, he said a conference cen- 
ter and a parking garage would be

Now look closer: How 
many people are perusing 
www.facebook. com ? 

STUDY FINDS LINKTO 
LOWER GRADES, FACEBOOK 

College students who use 
Facebook have lower grade 
point averages and spend less 
time studying compared to 
those who abstain, according 
to an Ohio State University 
study released this month. 

"We can't say that the 
use of Facebook leads to low- 
er grades and less studying - 
but we did find a relationship 
there," said Aryn Karpinski, 
co-author of the study and a 
doctoral student in education 
at Ohio State University, in an 
article about the study. 

The majority of K-State 
students - and many profes- 
sors, too - have Facebook ac- 
count. The survey of 219 stu- 
dents at Ohio State, including 
102 undergraduate and 117 
graduate students, showed a 
total of 85 percent of under- 
grads and 52 percent of grad- 
uate students had a Facebook 
account. 

Survey data showed 
undergrads using Facebook 
have GPA an average of one- 
half to one point lower than 
non-users. Time dedicated 
to studying was also reduced 
from the non-user average of 
11 to 15 hours to one to five 
hours a week. 

Students disagreed with 
the study, with 79 percent 
claiming Facebook does not 
effect academic performance. 

TEACHER USES FACEBOOK 
AS ADDITIONAL RESOURCE 

In addition to these chal- 
lenges, Karspinski also said 
the popularity of Facebook 
tests professors as some stu- 
dents choose to socialize in- 
stead of focus on instruction. 

"It makes perfect sense," 
said Ryan Button, Social 
Problems instructor and 
graduate student in sociology 
at K-State. "Not everyone is 
here for an education." 

Button said he thinks he 
has a dissenting opinion com- 
pared to colleagues on campus 
since he supports students' so- 
cial networking, even partici- 
pating in it himself. 

"I use Facebook. I check 
it every night," Button said. "I 
accept students as friends - I 
never turn them away." 

Button said it offers edu- 
cators an optional outlet for 
interactive participation that 
his students can use outside 
of class. Basically, students 
can ask questions, seek insight 
and even contribute by post- 
ing pictures and articles rele- 
vant to classroom discussion. 

The distraction of Face- 
book and Web-surfing can and 
does cause issues at times, he 
acknowledged. To solve this, 
he asks for laptop users to sit 
in the back of the classroom, 
so there isn't a "cone" effect, 
where several people are dis- 
tracted by one person's com- 
puter.

Rep. Sydney Carlin, D -Manhattan, of the 66th 
district in the Kansas House of Representatives, was 
a featured panelist at the sex, pregnancy and politics 
discussion. 

The event took place in Kedzie 106 and featured 
a variety of topics including women's rights, sexual 
education in schools and discussion on how politics 
work. 

Patrick Ptomey, junior in environmental design, 
went to the event and described it as "very informa- 
tive." 

Carlin offered an insider's perspective on how 
politics work, at times describing the workings of the 
House of Representatives - in particular the types of 
political strategies that are often used. But the one is- 
sue addressed most was abortion rights and policy. 

Thomas Glowiak, senior in human resources 
management, said it was this feature that made the 
night most interesting. 

"I'm actually interested in this whole subject," 
Glowiak said. "Especially just politics in general, just 
the chance to hear from a representative was enjoy- 
able. It was interesting to hear some of the way that 
policy goes through the House and the Senate." 

Carlin described how she must address the often 
heated issue of abortion rights, being a representative 
of the state. 

"I'm here to serve my district," she said. "I listen 
to my district, and that's how I make my overall deci- 
sions on what stance to take on it. It's not my issue, it's 
not why I ran, it's not why I'm elected - but it is some- 
thing I have to deal with."

Students should enjoy poetry at leisure

This month is Poetry Month. Though 
it has its own month, the National En- 
dowment for the Arts has announced that 
while literacy rates are up, poetry reader- 
ship is still shrinking, not even breaking 
10 percent of the general public. 

A poet's motivation for telling his 
peers to read poetry might seem intrinsi- 
cally self-promotional. Therefore, let me 
dispel this fear by saying this: Don't read 
my poetry. I would hate to bear the re- 
sponsibility of turning some innocent by- 
stander against poetry forever. There are 
literally millions of far-superior poets, so 
start with them. 

There are some other hang-ups peo- 
ple have, but most of them are myths, I as- 
sure you. 

Myth One: Poetry is too difficult. 
While poems often operate on many lev- 
els, this shouldn't keep you from enjoy- 
ing some of the levels, if not all of them. 
The misconception that everyone can't get 
something out of a poem develops, unfor- 
tunately, from narrow-minded teachers 
who tell students, "You are wrong." When 
it comes to a poem, there is no one abso- 
lute truth, and anyone who sells you that 
idea is simply lying and probably massag- 
ing his or her own ego while doing so. 

I read volumes upon volumes of po- 
etry before I understood how to read a 
poem. But I did this simply by enjoying 
the sounds along the way. Poets, if noth- 
ing else, are great harmonizers of the hu- 
man languages. 

Myth Two: Poetry is too flowery. I 
won't even pretend to know where this 
one originated. There's nothing more raw 
and heart-wrenching than the poetry of 
certain masters. Try Charles Baudelaire's 
"Flowers of Evil." Ironically, it's one of the 
least flowery books I've read. 

Myth Three: You don't have time to 
read poetry. In the time you take to read 
this one sentence that you're reading, you 
could have read an entire poem by an im- 
agist poet like Ezra Pound or William 




Carlos Williams. It takes literally less than 
a minute to read one. 

Now that I've refuted some myths, let 
me replace them with some truths. Poet- 
ry can expand your view of the world. By 
seeing a common object through the ex- 
pert lens of a poet, that object can take 
on new meaning, new complexity. Try 
looking at a birch tree after reading Rob- 
ert Frost's "Birches," or a snowman after 
reading Wallace Stevens' enigmatic "The 
Snowman." 

Lastly, poetry minimizes the stress in 
your hectic college life. In a recent psycho- 
logical study, Beth Carol Boone said that 
by reading poetry, patients with Post-Trau- 
matic Stress Disorder showed significant 



drops in their symptoms. Try conducting 
the same experiment with a Microbiology 
textbook and see where they stand. 

To describe adequately all the rea- 
sons you should read poetry would take 
years, and in the end you'll simply have to 
try it out for yourself and see. You'll have 
to read a poem by yourself, with no pres- 
sure to understand it or write something 
about it, and just let the rhythm and sound 
tap on your ears like raindrops. Then 
you'll know why you should read poetry.

Right to own firearm important for citizens

"A well-regulated Militia, be- 
ing necessary to the security of a 
free state, the right of the people to 
keep and bear arms, shall not be 
infringed." 

This excerpt is frequently cited 
by Second Amendment supporters 
whenever the great gun-control de- 
bate is reignited. 

One common excuse for 
strictly regulating gun ownership is 
that the Second Amendment says 
guns are for a militia, or citizen sol- 
diers, which America no longer 
has. 

But the Second Amendment 



is for the sake of future emergency 
militias. Whether we need one for 
national security or we're defend- 
ing ourselves from our own gov- 
ernment, a militia needs adequate 
technology to arm itself. 

Failure is eminent if citizens 
are limited to bolt-action rifles 
and single-action revolvers when 
they're faced with fully automatic 
rifles. 

Thomas Jefferson said, "The 
right to keep and bear arms is the 
last resort to protect themselves 
against tyranny in government." 

He didn't say the Second 
Amendment only guarantees the 
means to hunt and protect proper- 
ty. He said citizens need to take up 
arms to protect ourselves from gov- 
ernment when it gets out of hand. 

There seems to be a false sense 
of security surrounding those who 
oppose Second Amendment rights, 
as if nothing bad can happen to us 
because we're the United States. 

This false sense of security 
breeds fear of those who exercise 
their right to keep and bear arms. 
Gun owners are often stereotyped 



as crazy paranoid people who are 
prone to violence, when in reality, 
they are probably some of the most 
thoughtful people out there. 

People who buy into this neg- 
ative stereotype press regulation on 
gun owners to further their false 
sense of security. In reality, by pro- 
hibiting the right people from own- 
ing the right kinds of guns, they've 
made the world a more dangerous 
place by allowing the wrong kinds 
of people to have free reign with il- 
legally obtained weapons. 

As Benjamin Franklin said, 
"They who can give up essential 
liberty to obtain a little temporary 
safety deserve neither liberty nor 
safety." 

The right of the people to 
keep and bear arms shall not be in- 
fringed. This can be a thought that 
stands alone, separate from the 
need for a militia. Those with the 
desire to regulate the gun indus- 
try interpret "the people" different- 
ly in the Second Amendment when 
compared to other amendments, 
like the First and the 10th, where 
"the people" means everybody. 



I am not a revolutionary, rebel 
or anarchist. This column is merely 
a logic-based defense of values and 
the need for civil liberties. The pur- 
pose of the Second Amendment 
is described much more eloquent- 
ly by Thomas Jefferson. Who better 
to trust about the meaning of one 
sentence than one of the men who 
helped write it? 

"What country before ever ex- 
isted for a century and a half with- 
out rebellion? And what country 
can preserve their liberties if their 
rulers are not warned from time to 
time that their people preserve the 
spirit of resistance? Let them take 
arms. The remedy is to set them 
right as to the facts, pardon and 
pacify them. What signify a few 
lives lost in a century or two? The 
tree of liberty must be refreshed 
from time to time with the blood of 
patriots and tyrants."

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Famed orchestra to play swing tunes at McCain

Fifty-three years of tradition- 
al swing music is scheduled to be 
reincarnated by 18 performers at 
7:30 p.m. Saturday in McCain 
Auditorium. 

The Glenn Mill- 
er Orchestra, which 
was started in 1937, 
performed swing 
music right up to the 
beginning of World 
War II but was dis- 
banded when Glenn 
Miller joined the 
Army in 1942. Sad- 
ly, Miller was lost at 
sea in 1944 when his plane dis- 
appeared. 

Thomas Jackson, assistant 
director of McCain Auditori- 
um, said the music was created 
to inspire families and soldiers 
through the war's tough times. 

"Glenn Miller defined a 
generation of music listeners," 
he said. "Most of his music was 
composed during World War II 
and was written to inspire peo- 
ple."

The orchestra reformed in 
1956 under a new director who 
chose to keep the name partly to 
honor Miller and partly because 
the name was what helped the 
music sell, Jackson said. 

Jackson said what makes the 
Glenn Miller Orchestra different 
from a traditional or- 
chestra is that it uses 
brass instruments, like 
saxophones and trum- 
pets, while standard 
orchestras feature 
only string-type instru- 
ments. 

The group has 
become known as "the 
greatest big band of all 
time" and has performed in more 
than 300 live performances since 
it was reborn in '56. 

"Everyone is going to know 
most of the music," Jackson said. 
"They might not know the titles, 
but we grew up listening to it." 

Tickets for the show are $12- 
$18 for students, $20-$35 for 
the general public and $22-$33 
for K-State faculty and military. 
Tickets are available through the 
McCain box office.

No. 21 Wildcats to take on Missouri Tigers, 
Morris pitching for record in school history

The stage is set for a historic weekend 
at Tointon Family Stadium starting 
Friday night as the No. 21 -ranked K-State 
Wildcats (28-9, 7-5 Big 12 Conference) 
play host to the Missouri Tigers (19-19, 
6-9 Big 12).

It all starts 
Friday night as the 
Cats will send ju- 
nior ace A.J. Mor- 
ris (9-0) to the 
mound in search 
of his 10th win of 
the season. He is 
currently tied for 
first in school his- 
tory for wins in a 
season and looks 

to become the sole owner with a victory 
on Friday. 

However, the task at hand will not 
be an easy one as Missouri will coun- 
ter with an ace of their own. Junior Kyle 
Gibson has been dynamic throughout 
his career at Missouri as he was named 
All-Big 12 conference honorable men- 
tion after the 2007 and 2008 seasons. 

This year he has compiled a record 
of 5-3 in nine starts, including four com- 
plete games. He carries a 3.00 ERA and 
has struck out a staggering 81 hitters in 
60 innings pitched to lead the Big 12. 
Gibson defeated the Wildcats last season 
in Columbia, Mo., throwing seven strong 
innings. 

Both pitchers are already consid- 
ered early-round selections in the up- 
coming draft if they choose to enter, and 
Morris seems ready for the challenge. 

"I talked to Kyle earlier this week 
and he's excited, I'm excited and it's go- 
ing to be fun," Morris said. "I look for- 
ward to competing against him." 

Morris seems unfazed by the idea of 
the marquee matchup. 

"I'm just trying to take the same rou- 
tine," he said. "The only record I'm really 
worried about is the team's right now." 

K-State is also looking to record its 
ninth series win of the season, which 
would put them only one behind the 
school record of 10 set in 1997. Every 
game also becomes even more vital for 
the Cats as they move towards advanc- 
ing to the regional tournament for the 
first time is school history. 

Junior first baseman Justin Bloxom 
talked a little bit about the Cats newly- 
acquired national ranking, 

"It really doesn't add any pressure; 
we're still the same team we were before

we were ranked so we're just going to go 
out and keep doing what we've been do- 
ing," Bloxom said. 

K-State matches up well with the Ti- 
gers at the plate as they carry a team bat- 
ting average of .321 which is good for 
second in the Big 12, while the Tigers 
rank last at .266 on the season. The Cats 
pitching staff also has a cumulative ERA 
nearly one run lower than the Tigers. 

The atmosphere at Tointon Family 
Stadium is sure to play a role in the se- 
ries, said Bloxom. 

"The fans are awesome; when they 



come out, it's a great atmosphere," he 
said. "A lot of the Wichita State players 
were saying that it's kind of hard to play 
here when it's packed. So it's a real ad- 
vantage for us." 

First pitch is set for 6:30 p.m. to- 
night at Tointon Family Stadium. K-State 
is also running promotions this weekend 
that include a pregame tailgate Friday 
and Saturday nights scheduled for 90 
minutes before first pitch. There will also 
be fireworks after Friday's game, and 
Sunday is Buck-a-Brat day at the ball- 
park.

The K-State women's golf team 
will close out the regular season this 
weekend in Columbus, Ohio, at the 
Lady Buckeye Invitational, which 
will serve as the Wildcats final tune- 
up before the Big 12 Women's Golf 
Championship April 24-26 in Lub- 
bock, Texas. 

Youth was the name of the game 
in K-State's last outing at the Su- 
sie Maxwell Classic. Freshman Ami 
Storey and sophomore Elise Houtz 
both finished in the Top 25 individ- 
ually to lead the Cats. Storey card- 
ed a 24 over par score of 240 to fin- 
ish in a tie for 21st place and Houtz 
was just one stroke back in a tie for 
24th. 

"Ami played some solid stretch- 
es of golf the last two rounds," head 



coach Kristi Knight said. "And Elise 
did a great job [in the] round as 
well." 

A disappointing final round 
doomed K-State to a ninth place fin- 
ish as a team, after they sat in a tie 
for seventh heading into the final 
day of the tournament. 

K-State will be joined by Big 
12 rivals Kansas and Nebraska in a 
Big 10 heavy field at the Lady Buck- 
eye Invitational. This will mark the 
Wildcats' first appearance in the 
tournament since a sixth place fin- 
ish in 1991. 

Ohio State will play host to the 
tournament that is being held at the 
6,228-yard, par-72 Scarlet Course. 
The first two rounds will take place 
on Saturday with the final round to 
follow Sunday morning. The action 
gets underway with a shotgun start 
at 8 a.m. Saturday morning. 



K-State 
missing 
necessary 
support

It was late last spring when 
I first encountered an opportu- 
nity to attend a K-State wom- 
en's basketball game. That eve- 
ning, I was having a discussion 
about the team with a group of 
people I had just met. 

Those people noticed I 
struggled to contribute in the 
discussion, making it obvious I 
knew little about the team, and 
therefore even more obvious 
that I, along with most of the 
student body, wasn't keen on 
women's basketball. 

Then came the invitation. 

Instinctively, I gave a weak 
excuse as to why I would be 
unable to go, along with a weak 
promise that someday I would 
take them up on the offer. 

Little did I know at the 
time that after one year and 
one season of covering the 
team they were so fond of, I too 
would be advocating the wom- 
en's basketball team to others. 

Life has a funny way of do- 
ing that. 

It is amazing this team is 
not celebrated throughout the 
K-State community. While cov- 
ering head coach Deb Patter- 
son's squad for the Collegian, 
this year I found myself hooked 
after only a few games. 

It was downright 
incredible to watch the Shalee 
Lehning's prolific play as she 
exhausted the stats sheets each 
night, leaving a permanent 
mark on the program. Lehning 
broke a Big 12 Conference and 
K-State record this season with 
her fifth career triple-double 
against Colorado. 

Yes, the loyal fans of wom- 
en's basketball celebrated her, 
but it is a shame that during 
her senior year, Bramlage only 
averaged 4,400 fans per game 
to witness her final season at 
K-State. Compare that to the 
2007-08 season, when Michael 
Beasley wore the Wildcat jersey 
and an average of 12,529 fans 
packed Bramlage. 

Yet as those fans were 
jumping at the opportunity 
to see Beasley, who only 
used K-State as a one-year 
springboard to the NBA, the 
women's team captured a Big 
12 title in his shadow. 

"The team always comes 
first," said Joshua Kinder, sports 
editor of the Manhattan Mer- 
cury. "It's not about them. They 
are not chasing the riches of 
the NBA. They're chasing titles. 
They want championships." 

But just one year ago, I too 
was blind to the idea of wom- 
en's basketball and was among 
the myriad of students that 
leave the women's team in the 
rearview mirror of the band- 
wagon of men's athletics. Grad- 
ually, as I covered the team, I 
realized that these athletes are 
just as entertaining to watch as 
their men counterparts. 

Because they don't have 
the athleticism of men, they 
have to be fundamentally 
sound. 

"The fundamentals, I 
think, are the biggest differ- 
ence," Kinder said. "They have 
better passers, better shooters, 
better footwork, and that's be- 
cause they have to be. They 
can't rely on the athleticism." 

It is good basketball. 

Not only are they more 
fundamentally sound than the 
men's team, but they play for 
each other, for K-State. We 
should embrace that because 
we are K-State students. 

Deb Patterson's team will 
return next season looking to 
reach its ninth consecutive 
postseason appearance, most 
likely playing in front of a 
one-third capacity crowd. If 
the K-State community says 
they celebrate success, then 
let's keep to our word and 
support the women's basketball 
program next season.

The Ruckus releases new CD, plays for larger crowds 
after working out early kinks as Manhattan ska players

Typically, the scene begins like this: The Ruckus takes 
the stage, and a buzzed crowd responds to the prodding 
call for rock. Irresistibly waddling toward the stage like 
a scene straight out of "Night of the Living Dead," they 
pack in, and faces start breaking into smiles as bodies 
start moving to the groove. 

Then it happens. Without warning, there's an explo- 
sion of energy, which doesn't slow down until the last 
second of the set. That spirit wins even the most serious 
of crowds over time and time again. 

"We love the crowd. People know they're going to 
have a good time," said Jeff Brown, trumpet player and 
vocalist and senior in music education. "They don't even 
have to drink - but it helps. Drunk crowds are the most 
fun." 

As three-year veterans of the local music scene, The 
Ruckus has always rolled with the punches, but it has not 
always been easy. With 21 band members come and gone 
and less-than-spectacular beginnings, this group has cer- 
tainly come a long way. 

"We really were the byproduct of a failed ska band 
a few years ago," Brown said. "We made inevitable mis- 
takes, as any young band does." 

After about a month of being The Ruckus, the band 
decided to make a recording studio out of shoddy refrig- 
erator boxes and record an album. 

"We had absolutely no idea what we were doing," 
Brown said. "But we learned a lot through months of tri- 
al and error, applying those experiences to our musician- 
ship." 

Shortly thereafter, The Ruckus landed its first show, 
the first in a series of milestones. They opened for local 
ska legends Ruskabank at P.J.'s Pub. 

"Last night we proved ourselves," vocalist and trom- 
bone player Matt Hubbel wrote in an April 2006 www. 
myspace.com blog entry. "I was nervous as hell for my 
first front-man gig." 

Hubbel, junior in music education, also wrote that 
the best part of their first show was when Ruskabank's 
Dave Spiker took the stage and said, 'Ska's not dead. It's 
hiding in Manhattan, Kan. It's hiding in The Ruckus." He 
said that comment meant the world to the band. 

"Ruskabank is huge in Manhattan," he wrote, "and 
when they say something like that to a crowd as big as 
there was in P.J.'s last night, you know it means some- 
thing." 

Eventually, the band started solidifying their songs 
and working out the kinks, practicing religiously, getting 
better and better with every show. Soon, gigs started fill- 
ing up, with fans lining halfway around the block outside 
of P.J.'s. 

"The reactions we got from the crowd were incred- 
ible," said Chris Maxwell, bassist and junior in business. 
"People started crowd surfing and getting rowdy, really 
into our sound." 

Dot Tucker, owner of P.J.'s, said The Ruckus has al- 
ways made a positive impression with her. 

"The Ruckus brings in an amazing crowd," Tucker 
said. "Kids have a good time, and they are just a great 
band and a group of good guys." 

Show after show, brick by brick, the loyal, rabid fan 
base kept growing. The band was featured in the city per-

formance series Arts in the Park, has played numerous 
house parties and bar gigs, and is the only band to ever 
win the K-State Opus Band Competition two years in a 
row. 

Long-time fan Elisha Sullivan, graduate student in 
economics, said after dozens of shows she has gone to, 
the band's intensity when it plays live is still rattling. 

"They work really hard," Sullivan said. "They were 
amazing to begin with, in my opinion, but they've im- 
proved by leaps and bounds in these last few years." 

The current lineup consists of varied musical back- 
grounds from jazz to metal, infectiously perfect for the 
band's exploration beyond ska. 

While the next chapter for the band is unknown, 
the release of its new CD will help determine where The 
Ruckus goes from here. 

"How this album does really determines where we'll 
be within the next year," Brown said. "This is the first 
time since our band started that we've had a permanent 
or semi-permanent lineup." 

Music brought the band members together, but they 
have said there's something else that came out of it. 

"As corny as it sounds, these guys aren't just my 
bandmates," Hubbel said. "They are some of my best 
friends." 

The Ruckus will headline a CD-release bash at the 
KatHouse Lounge, 1111 Moro St., this Saturday along 
with the Heat Machine. The show is free and starts at 10 
p.m. CDs will be $5.

Local band's

"Never Stop"

You might have seen the "elephant 
head" fliers around Aggieville promoting a 
CD release. 

Brilliantly produced by Nicholas Istas 
at the Colour Room studio, the sophomore 
effort "Never Stop" by The Ruckus is an ex- 
emplary album. 

In fact, this CD just might be the new 
pulse of the Manhattan music scene. Two 
years in the making, the sum effort is ev- 
erything you could want as song after song 
captures the energy of the band live, mak- 
ing The Ruckus enjoyable anytime. 

Kicking off with the familiar live open-

The horn section arrangements are 
stellar, the vocals are heartfelt, the bass and 
guitar parts are epic, and the drumming is 
sublime, but no combination of adjectives 
can bring justice to describing this album; 
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Student travels to Capitol Hill, promotes eye-health issues

A little girl sits at a desk in her 
grade school class, trying to under- 
stand what the teacher is saying. 
She leans over to ask her neighbor 
a question, but gets in trouble from 
the teacher for talking. 

However, what the teacher 
scolding her does not know is that 
the girl was simply asking for help 
because she could not read what 
was written on the chalkboard. 

This young girl is Lauren 
Hoover, who up until third grade 
did not know she was severely vi- 
sually impaired because she had 
slipped through vision screenings, 
undetected by her school nurse. 
In third grade, her vision problems 
were finally discovered. 

"I went three years in school 
suffering not being able to see," 
Hoover said. "I remember for the 
first time being able to see leaves on 
trees." 

Now, Hoover, junior in mar- 
keting and management, has decid- 
ed to use her own personal experi- 
ence and promote eye health. 

Just last year, Hoover dis- 
covered she had more eye-relat- 
ed problems, including a condition 
called retinal detachment. If her 
retina does, in fact, detach, the is- 
sue must be caught in 24 hours or 
she could go legally blind. 

With this new issue, Hoover 
began doing online research for 
more information. While on the 
Internet, she found a group called 
Prevent Blindness America, a non- 
profit eye health and safety organi- 
zation. Hoover contacted the group 
and became an advocate. 

Hoover said that 50,000 peo- 
ple lose their sight every year, but 
half of all blindness can be pre- 
vented. She said Prevent Blindness 
America focuses on early screen- 
ing and detection, which can help 
solve many vision problems. 

"A lot of people don't know 
that your eyes are the window to 
your health," she said, citing in- 
stances where eye tests can show 
cases of heart diseases and other 
health conditions. 

With her involvement in Pre- 
vent Blindness America, Hoover 
learned about a convention called 
Eyes on Capitol Hill, which draws 



representatives from various states 
to promote eye-health initiatives. 

Hoover sent in an application, 
and along with her mother, was 
chosen to represent Kansas from 
March 2-4 in Washington, D.C. 
While there, she was able to meet 
with several Kansas politicians in- 
cluding Republicans Sen. Sam 
Brownback, Sen. Pat Roberts and 
Rep. Lynn Jenkins. Hoover said 
Roberts and Jenkins were very re- 
ceptive and she felt like she got the 
message across. 

"We really hope [the politi- 
cians] continue to take preventa- 
tive methods in health care to save 
Americans' money, to save sight, 
to save lives, to save anything," 
Hoover said. 

Hoover's mother, Linda 
Hoover, also went on the trip and 
said the experience was education- 
al. She said her daughter's selection 
for the trip was a great fit because 
of her incredible communication 
skills, experience with vision prob- 
lems and political awareness. 

"She was a perfect candidate," 
Linda said. "She's devoted. It's 
where her heart is." 

Jennifer Pennock, director 
of government affairs for Prevent 
Blindness America, said although 
Hoover was selected through a pa- 
per application process, she turned 
out to be a "superstar." 

"What strikes me about Lau- 
ren is she's just very genuine," Pen- 
nock said. "She's genuine about 
telling her story and passionate 
about it." 

Hoover said she really enjoyed 
being able to meet with Kansas pol- 
iticians in hopes of promoting eye- 
health. With her experience on 
Capitol Hill, Hoover said she wants 
to possibly pursue a political career, 
starting as a staffer for a politician 
or working as a lobbyist. 

"People think lobbyist' is a 
dirty word, but there arev people 
out there who are truly good for so- 
ciety," Hoover said. 

This summer, she plans to be 
certified as a vision screener so she 
can volunteer her time in schools 
doing eye tests. 

"I think it's really important 
to reach out to others because they 
might not realize they have a po- 
tential problem on their hands," 
Hoover said.

Students who entered 
campus Thursday morn- 
ing saw a rare site as they 
walked past the southwest 
entrance of Hale Library. 

A large, tan army truck 
was parked on the curb 
with a kitchen trailer be- 
side it and a green tent on 
the lawn. 

This site was the fina- 
le of the Fort Riley and the 
K- State Library partner- 
ship event titled "Hardtack 
to MREs: A Military Food- 
ways Symposium." 

The event began at 
9:30 a.m. in the Hemi- 
sphere Room at Hale Li- 
brary. 

"Did you know that 
M&M's were developed be- 
cause the military required 
a chocolate that would not 
melt in hot weather?" said 
Roger Adams, associate 
professor at Hale. 

As the primary orga- 
nizer of the event, Adams 
introduced the speakers 
and spoke briefly of the de- 
sire to hold an event that 
mixed military history and 
cookery. 

Douglas Cubbison 
from the U.S. Army Com- 
bat Studies Institute at Fort 
Leavenworth gave a pre- 
sentation titled "British Ra- 



tions during the 18th Cen- 
tury." Cubbison discussed 
what food the British army 
consumed during the 18th 
century and how this food 
choice influenced the mili- 
tary in America. 

Cubbison used 
displayed photos of re- 
enactments to show how 
the soldiers cooked the 
food and provided home- 
brewed Spruce Beer for 
audience members to taste. 

After Cubbison's pre- 
sentation, Col. George Dil- 
ly, the U.S. Army's head di- 
etitian gave a presentation 
called "Making It Fresh: 
21st Century Dining in the 
Army." 

During the first part of 
his lecture, Dilly opened up 
two types of military food 
packs known as an MRE, 
which stands for "meals- 
ready-to-eat," and first- 
strike rations, a newly de- 
veloped, compact version 
of an MRE. 

As the items were 
passed around, Dilly dis- 
cussed recent health trends 
in military dining and the 
importance of research be- 
ing conducted to constantly 
improve the military's per- 
sonal ration packs of food. 

"This is a fantastic op- 
portunity for students in 
food science that are look- 
ing for a career . . . this type 



of work is a world-class op- 
eration," Dilly said. 

"Developing these 
products and packaging 
these products, it's fantas- 
tic research they are do- 
ing." 

Following both presen- 
tations, the audience exited 
the library to the large tent 
and mobile kitchen that sat 
outside the library. 

The mobile kitchen, 
known in the military as 
an "MKT," displayed the 
types of food traditionally 
cooked for soldiers in field 
environments. 

A seven-man culinary 
team manned the tent and 
the kitchen, led by Chief 
Warrant Officer Trav- 
is Smith. The team recent- 
ly represented Fort Riley at 
the 34th-annual U.S. Army 
Culinary Arts Competition 
at Fort Lee, Va., and placed 
second. 

"Although the results 
showed that our team fin- 
ished in second place, they 
all gave a first-place per- 
formance and we're real- 
ly proud of what we did," 
Smith said. 

Chief Warrant Offi- 
cer Russell Campbell de- 
scribed the competition as 
a team event, with 14 main 
categories that were judged 
by professional chefs from 
around the world.

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SGA approves new cabinet members

At the Student Governing Association meeting Thursday 
night, Speaker of the Student Senate Amy Schultz and Stu- 
dent Body President Dalton Henry swore in new senators and 
appointments, but not all was route and routine. 

Schultz and Henry brought to final action a resolution in 
support of an increase in Pell Grants. 

"The math was difficult mainly because we kept coming 
up with these huge numbers and couldn't believe tuition had 
gone up so much," Henry said about the 185 -percent increase 
reported for the last eight years. 

The resolution passed unanimously and will be sent to 
members of the U.S. Congress and K-State administrators. 

The approval of Henry's presidential cabinet was the only 
piece of legislation that was not passed unanimously. Senators 
passed the appointments with a vote of 44-1 with 3 members 
abstaining. 

Senators did unanimously approve appointment for 
Committee Chairs, Student Senate Secretary, Student Senate 
Parliamentarian, Senate representative to Union Governing 
Board, and members of the KSDB-FM Advisory Board. 

Finally, senators formally and unanimously commend- 
ed Andrew McGowan for his selection as a Morris K. Udall 
Scholar. A copy will be sent to him, his parents and various 
administrators. 

Kelsey Kern spoke during the first open period about 
Landscape Architecture's "Park(ing) Day," and discussed the 
importance of combining the built and natural worlds. 

"We will be setting up sod on four parking spots and turn- 
ing them into essentially a miniature city park," Kern said. 

The event will be held on April 22nd in the northwest 
corner of Bill Snyder Family Stadium parking lot.

in kinesiology, said he does not think using Facebook in 
class would lower a GPA, though a student might miss 
both minor and major points in class. 

Balancing a social life with a college education 
continues to be a battle for some, with or without social 
networking sites. 

"I definitely notice students on Facebook and play- 
ing games [on laptops] in class," Meek said. "I think 
that if a student wants to take a better role in class, they 
will." 

Results of the study also implied students study- 
ing science, technology, engineering, math and business 
were more likely to use Facebook than students major- 
ing in humanities and social sciences. 

The reason listed was because students in so-called 
STEM majors tend to spend more time on the Internet. 

Those involved in extracurricular activities and 
who did not have a paid job were also more likely to be 
users.

built to enhance the south end of the 
redevelopment project. Hatesohl also 
said the center would be able to host 
rotating exhibits and hold events like 
wedding receptions. 

"There are a lot of people that 
want to see the south end developed 
and so they are willing to give the dis- 
covery center a chance in order to get 
the conference center and the rest of 
the entertainment district," Hatesohl 
said. 

Hatesohl said the south end area 
of the redevelopment would be an en- 
tertainment district, and there is a pos- 
sibility of getting a Warren Theatres 
and a hotel with an attached restau- 
rant. Stores under construction in the 
north end include PetCo, Bed Bath 
and Beyond, and a Hy-Vee food store. 

Hatesohl said the city is in nego- 
tiations with Olive Garden to build a 
restaurant in the north end of the rede- 
velopment. Hatesohl said he hopes the 
development will thrive after the dis- 
covery center is built. 

City Commissioner Jim Sherow 
said he thinks building the center has 
the potential to help the community, 
but is considering all the issues before 
he votes on May 5. 

Sherow said before he considers 
other options for the redevelopment, 
he has two factors that must be met. 

"We need to have two things in 
place - first, a design that is more at- 
tractive and benefits the community 
more than the design we have before 
us," Sherow said. "The second thing 
is that it has to cost less than the cur- 
rent options we have before us. If I see 
those two things in place, then I will 
certainly consider that option to the 
discovery center, but those two con- 
siderations have to be met."

Pieces of school history Hj 
become traditions ™

KANSAS STATE COLLEGIAN 

(1) BLUEMONT BELL: 

The school bell from Blue- 
mont Central College - K- 
State's earliest incarnation - 
sits on the west side of Blue- 
mont Hall. Older than all the 
buildings on campus, the bell 
was donated to K-State in 
1861 - the same year Kansas 
became a state. 

(2) MEMORIAL STADIUM: 

Memorial Stadium, on the 
southwest corner of campus, 
was completed in 1924 to 
honor students who died in 
World War I. It served as the 
football stadium until 1968 
and housed students from 
1946 into the 1960s. Today 
it is home to classes, club 
sports, pep rallies and other 
activities. 

(3) HIGINBOTHAM GATE: 

In 1989, the gate was add- 
ed to K-State's historic lime- 
stone wall. Today it is a pop- 
ular spot for graduation pho- 
tos. 

K-HILL: 

Two 80-foot-tall letters over- 
look Manhattan near the 
Kansas River bridge. The "K" 
was constructed for $350 in 
1921 and the "S" was add- 
ed in 1930 by the Sigma Tau 
honorary. Engineering stu- 
dents whitewash these mam- 
moth letters every year. 

CAMPUS CLOCK: 

The clock north of Holtz Hall 
was purchased by the gradu- 
ates of 1968, 1971, 1973 and 
1974. Each face of the four- 
sided clock is inscribed with 
one of these class years. 

(4) SENIOR SIDEWALK: 

More than 1,000 students 
have personalized stones on 
the sidewalk, located on the 
east side of Memorial Stadi- 
um. 

SCHOOL COLOR: 

K-State's official color - roy- 
al purple - was chosen in 
1896 by two representatives 
from each class, but it was 
not approved by the faculty 
until 1921. A surprising fact: 
Purple is K-State's only offi- 
cial color, even though it is 
commonly paired with white 
or gray. 

NICKNAMES: 

K- Staters were originally 
known as the "Aggies." But 
in 1915, coach Chief Bender 
coined the nickname "Wild- 
cats" for his football team be- 
cause of its fighting spirit. 

FIGHT SONG: 

The celebratory song, "Wild- 
cat Victory," was written in 
1927 by Harry E. Erickson. 

ALMA MATER: 

The Alma Mater, selected in 
a campus contest in 1903, 
was written by Humphrey W. 
Jones, class of 1888. His orig- 
inal song was later altered by 



changing "KSAC" - Kansas 
State Agricultural College - 
to "KSU." 

FRESHMAN BEANIES: 

In the 1940s, freshmen were 
required to wear beanie caps 
or else get paddled by varsi- 
ty athletes. The beanie tradi- 
tion started at K-State about 
1912. 

FAVORITE MAN 
ON CAMPUS: 

From 1946 to 1972, K-State 
women voted for their Fa- 
vorite Man on Campus. Can- 
didates would campaign for 
weeks to try and earn the ti- 
tle. John Aiken, class of 1949 
and FarmHouse fraterni- 
ty member, was crowned 
the first FMOC at the Snow 
Ball. 

FLASH CARD SECTIONS: 

As far back as the 1920s, K- 
Staters organized flash-card 
sections in the stands to 
cheer on the team. The big- 
gest flash card section, the K- 
Block, began in 1957 in Me- 
morial Stadium. By 1958, the 
section had 1,200 partici- 
pants. 

How it worked: A yell leader 
would announce a number. 
Each K-Block member would 
then hold up a colored, num- 
bered card. The designs cre- 
ated could be seen from the 
field or the opposite side of 
the stadium. 

SHEPHERD'S CROOK: 

The shepherd's crook sym- 
bolized the importance of 
seniors, who acted as shep- 
herds caring for a flock of 
underclassmen. The tradi- 
tion was introduced in 1892 
by George Clothier using a 
spade instead of a crook. 
How it worked: The crook 
was passed on each spring 
from the senior class presi- 
dent to the junior class pres- 
ident. The crook featured 
the class colors of the retir- 
ing owners and the preced- 
ing class. 

ALL-UNIVERSITY 
OPEN HOUSE: 

K-State's biggest annual event 
traces its origin to several col- 
lege events like Home Eco- 
nomics Hospitality Day, En- 
gineers' Open House and Ag 
Day that were going strong 
for nearly 50 years. Former 
U.S. Sen. Bob Dole spoke at 
the first open house in 1969. 

STUDENT 
AMBASSADORS: 

Instead of a Homecoming 
king and queen, K-Staters 
elect a pair of ambassadors 
who represent the student 
body at K-State Alumni As- 
sociation events throughout 
the state and at university ac- 
tivities. The first ambassadors 
were elected in 1977. 

SQUIRREL NEWS: 

Every semester, the last issue 
of the Collegian features pho- 
tos of our abundant wildlife:

Use of shuttles, stalls can make weekend transport easier

The following map and 
guides highlight available park- 
ing areas. Darwin Abbott, di- 
rector of parking services, said 
the best thing to do in order to 
avoid a ticket is read the signs. 

"Don't park in handi- 
capped or 24-hour-reserved 
stalls or fire lanes," he said. 
"Just park in the marked 
stalls." 

Since the All-Universi- 
ty Open House is on a week- 
end, parking permits are not 
required to park in any of 
the available lots, and 6 a.m.- 
6 p.m. reserved spots are also 
fair game. 

To make transportation 
easier, K- State shuttles will be 
available to transport visitors 
from event to event. Below in- 
cludes a list of shuttle drop-off 
and pick-up sites. 

"I think the shuttle is an 
easy way to get around be- 
cause the shuttle driver will 
take and drop you close to lots 
of places," Abbott said. "Park- 
ing won't necessarily be easy 
at some of these [events], so I 
think the shuttle is the way to 
go."
